Washington, D. C., June 28. — [Special. It

While, nominally speaking, all the Amer- 
ican representatives at Caracas have been 
withdrawn én account of the plague which is 


raging* in Venezuela and the necessity of 


preserving them from any danger as to their 
health, the real crux of the matter is a final 
breaking of relations with Venezuela and

“Roosevelt Demands Action. 

The entire movement Urings into promi- 
nence an intimation President Roosevelt 
made just before leaving Washington last 
week to the effect that the Venezuelan mat- 
ter would not be allowed to drop, although 
congress paid no heed to his message in 
which he called attention to the need of 
discipline to be directed towards Castro, and 
with which he forwarded complete corre- 
spondence and reports of the Venesuelan 
difficulties. , 

It appears, that the president intends to 
save Russell and Sleeper from the plague 
and that they will still be sojourning in the 
United States next December when congress 
reconvenes. 

It will then be up to congress to go into 
the Venezuelan matter whether it finds it 
eonvenient or not, for the president will 
then have forcible means at his command 
of showing the undesirability of returning 
the diplomatic and consular officers to their 


various posts. 
Outweighs Panama Situation. 
It is known that, 


situation in Padama, witch relates to treat- 


ened fraudulent elections, is conceded to be 
grave, the president has been giving more 
attention to some means of bringing Presi- 
dent Castro of Venezuela to some realiza- 
tion of the duty he owes the United States 
and other nations, whose citizens have in- 


| terests in that country, than to the Panama 


situation. From casual remarks he made 
to eallers it is known the president would 
have been more delighted to have hit upon 
a means of rapping_Castro’s knuckles than 
he would have been to see the Paname 
situation suddenly solved. 

The withdrawal of the chargé d'affaires at 
Caracas seems to have been the decisive 
move in the game he has decided to play. 
The other moves will follow as time goes 
on, but it can be confidently assumed that 
Mr. President intends to do everything in 
his power to land a telling blow upon Presl- 
dent Castro and possibly lay the wires 
which eventually will bring Venezuela's 
„ exchisive " nation to terms. 


Five Claims Cause Trouble. 


There are five claims of American citizens 
against the government of Venezuela which 


| represent the basis of the present difficulty. 


These are the claim of the New York and 
Bermudez company for damages sustained 
by reason of ejectment from its asphalt prop- 
erty in Venezuela, the claim of the United 
States and Venezuela campany, which re- 
lates ‘to certain property rights, including 
an asphalt mine and à railroad concession; 
the claim.of the Orinoco Steamship com- 
pany, which arose upon a violation and an- 
nulment on the part of the government of an 
alleged exclusive concession held by that 
company; the claim ot the Orinoco corpora- 
tion, which arises from the repeated con- 
cessions to various strangers of the territory 
which the Orinoco corporation rightfully 
possesses; and the claim of A. F. Jaurett, an 
American citizen who was held guilty of 
sending a false report to a New York paper 
and ordered expelled from the country. 

Secretary Root used every diplomatic means 
to force President Castro to submit the five 
pending claims to arbitration, but the Ven- 
ezuelan president declined, On Feb. 26 last 
Senator Lodge submitted a resolution in the 
senate calling upon the president to forward 
to that body the entire budget of reportsand 
correspondence, which was done inan execu- 
tive message on March 31. 


Congress Reluctant to Act. 

There were great expectations at the 
White house, for it was believed that the 
country, in full possession of the intimate 
details of the negotiations that had been on 
foot, would show its sentiment in a way that 
would force congress to a realization of the 
need of going after Castro. 

It turned out otherwise, however. There 
was some desultory talk about the senate 
committee rooms and lobbies of; forcing 
by placing a prohibitive 
duty upon Veneruelan articles imported into 
the United States, but the approach of a 
presidential election finally forced the lead- 
ers who were interested to abandon all ci- 
forts to bring the matter up, and practically 
nothing more of a nature which meant any 
kind of serious action has been attempted. 

Senatpr Cullom, chairman. of the senate 
committee on foreign relations, expressed 
himself as anxious to take some action to 
punish Castro, but the members of his com- 
mittee took one look at the mags of printed 
reports and correspondence that had been 
forwarded by the president and balked. 


Castro Defiance Is Bold. 

The claim of the New York and Bermudez 
company is the cause of the principal diffi- 
culty.

Bryan 8 Preaident and 
Declares Party Deserted 
His Cause at Chicago. 


HE APPEALS TO NEGROES. 


Democratic Candidate Tells the 
Blacks Republicans Hand 
Them Only Taffy.“ 


Lincoln, Neb., June 23.—Denouncing the re- 
publican platform as a silent repudiation of 
almost every Rooseveltian principle. William 
J. Bryan today completed an editorial sum- 
mary of the work of the Chicago convention. 

“Have you read the republican platform? 
he writes. “If not, you ought to read it 
The contest in the republican party between 
the reformer and the standpatter fs for the 
present at an end, with the standpatter in the 
saddle. The platform is a silent repudiation 
of nearly every promise of reform that the 
president and his followers have ee to the 
country. 

“It begins with an eulogy ot 3 
‘In no other period since the days of Lin- 
coln,“ according to the platform, * has there 
been such mighty progress in those ideals 
of government which make for ‘Justice, equal- 
ity, and fair dealing among men.“ 


High Praise for Roosevelt. 


“The people's most exalted servant repre- , 
sents the best aime and worthiest purposes of 
all his countrymen. Nothing is said of the con- 
spiracy formed among the republican leaders 
of the senate to defeat the president's rall- 
road rate bill; no intimation is here given 
that he sent several messages to congress in 
a vain endeavor to get the lower house to 
take up the reforme which he was urging. 

The president must resent the fact that 
the platform expresses no gratitude to the 
democratic members end senators for sup- 
porting him when the republicans deserted 
him. Not only does the platform fall to give 
the democrats credit for helping the presi- 
dent in every effort to lift up American man- 
hood to noble sense of duty and obligation 
but it actually condemns the filibuster which 
the democratic minority instituted and car- 
ried on for the express purpose of compeling 
republicans to carry out the president's 
recommendations. . 


Attack on Currency Law. 

“The. writers of the platform * especially 
commend the passage of the emergency 
currency Dill,’ a bill which combined two 
features, one of which had been rejected 
by the senate and the other by the house. 
So long as this was a chance for discussion 
there. was sufficient republican opposition 
to condemn both features of the bill. but 
under the influence of a few financiers the 
bill was rushed through during the closing 
hours, with all of the bad features restored 
and all of the good ones eliminated. 


Calls Trust Plank Weak. 


“ The trust plank must prove a disappoint- 
ment to every republican who has come to 
understand the iniquity: ofjthe trusts.’ There 
is no demand for a rigid enforcement of the 
law; there is no suggestion that the criminal 
clause which has not yet brought the trust 
malefactor within the walls of a penitentiary 
should be called into use. 

“If the president, with all of his strenu- 
osity, has not been able to enforce the crim- 
inal law against a single trust, what progress 
with zuch an anti trust plank as that inserted 
in the republican platform? 


Usual Taffy for Negro. 


“The negro comes in for his quadrennial 
quota of taffy. He-is reminded that the re- 
publican party gave him freedom and citizen- 
ship and in this there is the implied warn- 
ing that he must not use his -citigenship 
againet the party that gave it to him. it 
boasts that he is indebted o that party for his 
political rights, and for his progress in intel- 
ligence, industry, etc. 

The republican party has made political 
capital out of the negro for more than a third 
of a century. In the northern states the 
democrats, without receiving any support 
from the negro vote, have been as friendly to 
him as the republicans. in the south the 
democrats have furnished a large part of the 
money, to provide that education of which 
the republican platform boasts. It the demo- 
crats have done anything that they ought not 
to have.done, why have not the republicans 
in control of the courts for tifty years pre- 
vented it?” 

Ellis Says Taft Approves. 

Columbus, O., June 23.—The reply of At- 
torney General Ellis to the criticism of Mr. 
Bryan on thé republican national platform 
has suggested a further question as to how 
the anti-injunction plank, as finally adopted, 
came to be written. Upon this point Mr. 
Ellis made this statement today: 

“The anti-injunction plank, as finally 
adopted, was written by the friends of Sec- 
retary Taft on the subcommittee on resolu- 
tions and was approved by thesecretary and 
the president before it was proposed as a 
substitute for the original plank on this sub- 
ject. In fact, every plank, and practically 
every sentence in the republican platform, 
as finally adopted, was approved by the sec- 
retary, although those portions referring 
particularly to the work of the administra- 
tion were not submitted to the president. 
Even the unimportant verbal changes be- 
tween the draft as published before the con- 
vention and as finally adopted by the con- 
vention were made with the secretary’s 
knowledge before the tentstive draft was 
submitted to the committee. 

This statement is made in order to make 
clear the fact that the republican platform 
contains no suggestion of a retreat from 
the Roosevelt policies, stands squarely by the 
progressive principles of the party, and was 
adopted because it had the emphatic ap- 
proval of the party's candidate.“

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By Manifesting Ideas of Its Own | 


Committee Angers 0’Connell 
and Is Abolished. — 


The comma of sixteen selected. by the 
democratic county committee to prepare a 
caucus slate for the August primaries met 
yesterday afternoon. It was in session fully 
fifteen minutes before it got into a row. At 
the end of an hour the row had not ended, 
so the committee adjourned until today. The 
trouble was over the manner in which the } 
nominations should be distributed among va- 
rious districts of the city. 

Shortly before this the “ advisory commit- 
tee, the committee of nine highbrows whom 
Chairman O'Connell of the county committee 
had appointed to sive an air of respectability 
to the caucus slate, had. been summarily dis- 
charged from any further participation in 
the slate making. It was discovered that 
this advisory committee Was not as tractable 
as had been expected and that it had ideas of 
its own, so the lowbrows got rid of it. 

Two reasons operated to bring this about, 
both of the same character. In the first 
place Chairman O'Connell expected when he 
appointed the advisory committee that it 
would organize to suit him, and he had se- 
lected John P. Byrne as hib candidate for 
chairman. The committee held its first meet- 
ing in the offices of Levy Meyer in the Amer- 
ican Trust building at the.noon hour and 
Adolf, Kraus, who refuses to take life any 
more seriously than he has to, remarked ina 
joking way: 

Jam hungry. I can’t see vee we have 
anything to do today except to elect a chair- 
man. I am willing: to vote for the man who 
will buy the lunch. 


Mayer Pays for the Meal. 

The idea..met with enthusiastic applause, 
and Mr. Kraus, turning to Mr. Mayer, said: 

How about it, Mayer? Are you willing 
to furnish the lunch if we elect you chair- 
man?" 

1 don’t want to bribe anybody.“ replied 
Mr. Mayer, but I am willing enough to buy 
the lunch. I would have done it anyhow, as 
you gentlemen are to an extent my guests, 
having met in my office.” 

Mr. Mayer was at once elected chairman 
unanimously and by acclamation and the 
committee promptly adjourned to a first class 
restaurant. It is reported the meal was an 
exceptionally good one. 

This was the first setback to Chairman 
O'Connell's plans. The second came later. 
Mr. O'Connell had made up his mind that 
Ald. Dever of the Seventeenth ward: ought to 
be the candidate for state's attorney and ex- 
pected the advisory committee to agree with 
him. He had appointed the committee and, 
according to accepted political ethics, it 
should have agreed with him on everything. 
But the committee took another view of the 
situation. It began to show unmistakable 
symptoms of getting ready to indorse Maclay 
Hoyne for the piace. 


Too Much for O'Connell. 


This was too much for Chairman O' Con- 
nell. What was the use, he asked himeelf, 
of naming an advisory committee if that 
committee would not give him the kind of ad- 
vice he was looking for? So he abolished the 
committee. He wrote Chairman Mayer a 
polite note in which he saſd he had found 
Phat he had originally appointed the com- 
mittee without authority, and as other mem- 
bere of the county committee had found fault 
with his action he was forced te withdraw 
the appointment. Personally he was ex- 
tremely sorry, as he thought the advice of the 
committee of nine would be of great value 
and assistance to the county committee, but 
under the circumstances there was nothing 
else to 2o. Consequently the advisory com- 
mittee could consider its services dispensed 
with. 

The committee will meet at noon today. 
We have to, explained Mr. Kraus, as we 
have not yet been officially notified of our 
Whether any one will 
be seletted to deliver a funeral oration when 
the notice comes is to be determined.“ 

It is an example of how capricious world- 
ly honors can be, said Levy Mayer. One 


‘day you are crowned with laurels and the 


next they are torn from your brow. Serious- 
ly, Iam afraid the party managers found our 
committee. a trifle more independent than 
they had expected. We had the notion that 
if we were to be if any way responsible for 
the makeup of the ticket we wanted a good 
ticket. 

It is possible that at its meeting tomor- 
row the committee may determine to give 
the public the results of its investigations 
just as the Municipal Voters’ league does. 
The work of that body and of the Legislative 
Voters’ league has proved of great public 
benefit.” 


Split Over Apportionment. 


The rock on which the caucus committee of 
sixteen of the democratic county committee 
split was the apportionment of the various 
offices to be filled between the different sec- 
tions: of the city. It was agreed without 
trouble they ought to be apportioned so aso 
give each geographical division its proper 
representation, but when it came to deciding 
what particular offices the west side should 
have, what the south side, what the north 
side, and what the country districts, the 
trouble started. To decide this was practi- 
cally to decide the whole thing. If the west 
side, for instance, were given the state's at- 
torneyship that would eliminate all the south 
and north side candidates, and so it was two 
sides against one all during the discussion. 
When the committee finally adjourned in dig- 
gust it had not even looked at the list of 200 
applicants for the various offices which has 
been submitted. 

Opinion seems to prevail that the only 
way the committee can get out of its trouble 
is to select no one for state's attorney, leav- 
ing the ‘office open for all the numerous can- 
didates. Then the other selections probably 
can be made. 


Lewis for Vice President? 


It is possible:Col. James Hamilton Lewis 
may be a candidate for vice president at 
Denver. It is réported that his old state of 
Georgia is willing to present his name and 
he could depend on IlMnois to back him. In 
1900 Col. Lewis was a candidate for this 
office and had the support of Washington 
and California, but the convention selected 
Adiai Stevenson of Bloomington. All the 
colonel would say yesterday was: ‘It is 
possible the Denver convention: may have a 
marked effect on Illinois politics.” 

John P. McGoorty opened his gubernatorial 
campaign last night with a speech at Quincy. 
During the week he will visit McDonough, 
Fulton, Hancock, Schuyler, Henderson, Mer- 
cer, and Rock Island counties.

Must Name Stockholders. 


The efforts of Birch Rhodus and counsel! 
for the defendants to prevent a list of the 
stockholders of the Central Life company 
from falling into.the hands of Receiver 
Fetzer received a death blow at the hands of 
Judge Kohlsaat in the morning. 

At the close of Friday’s hearing, Master in 
Chancery Hopkins ordered Mr. Rhodus to 
produce a list of the stockholders and their 
addresses for use of the receiver under direc- 
tion of the court to discover the assets of the 
company. Birch Rhodus refus on the 
ground that information as to stockhélders 
was held by the Mercantile Finance com- 
pany, the agent of the Central Life Securities 
company. 

Master Hopkins at once certified his order 
up to Judge Kohlsaat for a decision and ad- 
journed the hearings until tomorrow. 

For over an hour, attorneys wrangled over 
the use to which the list would be put by the 
receiver and then Judge Kohlsaat terminated 
the arguypent and issued his ‘order in no un- 
certain terms. 


Forbids “Thimble Rigging.” 


Isn't this holding company the agent of 
this corporation?’ demanded Judge Kohlsaat 
when it was explained that the Mercantile 
Finance company held a card index of its 
customers, subscribers to Central Life Se- 
curities stock. Why are they not obliged as 
one of the clerks of this company to make 
such a statement? This court is not going to 
have any thimble rigging here; this court 
is not going to have any corporation drawing 
from one to the other. 

“I want the sales corporation, the sales 
agent to prepare a Het of these assets. 
This company, of course, is entitled to a list 
of its stockholders and the receiver, being 
for the present the company, is entitled toa 
list: oi the stockholders. I will direct that this 
list be turned over to the receiver, and wil! 
direct the receiver to make no use of it ex- 
cept such as he shall be directed by the court 
to make, and the court will make none. ex- 
cept upon notice to you. If Mr. Fetser finds 
it is all right nobody, will be hurt.“ 

Letter Campaign. by Brothers. 

That the Rhodue brothers have not lost 
confidence in their cause was shown during 
the day, when THE Trisune obtained copies 
of two circular letters sent out by Birch 
Rhodus, as president of the Central Life Se- 
curities company, since the appointment of 
the recetver. Both are addressed to the 
‘stockholders. of the. company—of which he 
testified he did not know a stockholders’ list 
existed. The earlier letter is sent out in an 
effort to lead stockholders to use their in- 
fluence with Judge Kohlsaat to discharge 
the receiver and incloses a printed blank 
petition, to be signed before a notary public 
and sent to Birch F. Rhodus. The letter, 
which. is marked Important,“ in part is as 
follows: 


I say to you that if we can succeed in hay ing 
the receiver discharged 1 shall promptly 
call a special meeting of the stockholders for the 
purpose of electing a new board of directors, if the 
sockholders wish it. 


Petition to Kohlsaat. 


The petition which. the stockholders are 
asked to sign, after expressing absolute con- 
fidence in the honesty of the directors and of- 
ficers of the company, concludes: 

I further petition your honorable court to permit 
a special meeting of the stockholdets to take any 
action the stockholders may deem proper, inciud- 
ing the election of new members of the board of 
directors. 

And the undersigned will ever pray. 

The letter is Gated June 20, and two days 
later a second letter was issued. It con- 
tains an appeal for funds with which to con- 
duct the legal fight, and suggests that each 
stockholder contribute 50 cents a share. ac- 
cording to his holdings, to extricate the com- 
pany from the present crisis. 


Comments of Stockholders. 


A number. of prominent Chicagoans who 
appeared in THE TRIBUNE'S list of insured“ 
yesterday told of their connection with the 
Rhodus corporation.

A. D. Lasker of Lord & Thomas also 
bought to oblige a friend.“ 

It was just to oblige a friend who wanted 
to get a boost along that I subscribed for 
twenty shares at $200," he vouchsafed. “ 1+ 
was not the business proposition that I con- 
sidered when I paid over my good money for 
that stock.” ~ 

“I subscribed for twenty-five shares for 
$250 out of courtesy to A. L. Thomas, who 
was a director in the insurance company and 
also a director in the Mutual bank,” ex- 
plained Lawrence Heyworth, president of 
the Mutual bank. They opened & good ac- 
count with the bank and seemed to be pros- 
perous. After Mr. Thomas’ death, upon in- 
quiry, I ordered them to close the account

H. V. HERING ASKS LIBERTY 


Cashier of Wrecked Milwaukee 
Avenue Bank Makes Plea. 


SAYS HE GOT NONE-OF ‘LOOT. 


Alsa Argues That Jury Would. Not 
‘Have Found Him Guilty:

Henry W. Hering, who was cashier of the 
Milwaukee Avenue State bank at the time of 
its failure and who was in large part réspon- 
sible for its wrecking, madé an whexpected 
appeal yesterday for parole from the Joliet 
penitentiary, where he has been confined 
since the autumn of 1906. 

Attorney Felix J. Streyckmans of Chicago 
appeared before the parole board at the peni- 
tentiary and presented the claims in behalf 
of the release of Hering. He had a satchel 
full of material purporting to show reasons 
why the bank wrecker should be released 
after less than two years. 

The claim is made by his attorney that the 
plea of guilty was obtained from Hering 
under circumstances that should be taken 
into consideration by the parole board. At- 
torney Streyckmans said Hering had never 
received any benefit from the forgeries com- 
mitted at the bank and that today all he has 
left is his home im Chicago. 


Claims Made for Hering. 

Hering’s lawyer claims in his behalf these, 
among other alleged facts: 

He never fled from the city of Chicago 
at the time of the olosing of the Milwaukee 
Avenue State bank, but being on a week end 
outing he returned on the Monday morning 
the bank failed, but owing to the public 
clamor at that time he was compelled to 
remain in hiding tn Chicago for a few days. 

„He surrendered himself to the then in- 
spector of police, George M. Shippy, after 
notifying the officer by telephone that he 
would meet him at Jackson boulevard and 
Wabash avenue. 

‘‘Immediately upon his surrender he not 
only volunteered what information he had in 
his possession to clear the mystery of the 
affair and in untangling the bank's affairs, 
but actually gave all the information he pos- 
sessed, thus materially assisting in straight- 
ening up the affairs of the bank and In en- 
abling the receiver to get quick action. 


Says Couldn't Have Been Convicted. 

„ Although he neyer could have been con- 
victed, he pleaded guilty to the charge of 
embezzlement and forgery, thus saving large 
expense to the state. 

He testified for the state in the Steele 
Ball case against Tilden and Graham, and 
in numerous cases brought by the receiver, 
and did all in his power to assist the state 
and the receiver. 

Hering's wife and four children appeared 
personally before the board to plead for the 
release of the husband and father. 

The board of pardons took the case under 
advisement, 

Many Charges Against Hering. 

Hering was sentenced to the penitentiary on 
Nov. 6, 1906, three months after the exposure 
of the leoting of the bank. He previously 
had been indicted on thirty-three charges 
covering forgery, embezzlement, and per- 
jury. He pleaded guilty and was sentenced 
to prison, concurrently, for one to ten years 
on the embezzlement charge and for one to 
fourteen years on the forgery charge. 

It previously had been discovered that 
Hering had lowt thousands of dollars, stolen 
from the bank, in various Chicago. pool- 
rooms. 

It was charged thet Hering penned the 
signatures to more than $500,000 forgeries. 
He stole $1,000 in cash from the bank two 
days before the failure. 0

TALKS OF POLITICAL PLOT.| 


Trial of Marooney, Mullanéy, Gehrke, 
and Schindler Begins. 


The swindling of the Rev. Morton Culver 
Hartzell and other church workers in connec- 
tion with their efforts to entrap Mayor Busse 
and secure evidence of alleged immoral con- 
ditions on the h side, was the subject 
of court inquiry yesterday when the trial 
of James R. Marooney, James Mullaney, 
Walter Gehrke, and Harry Schindler, all 
charged with conspinacy to defraud and 
operating a confidence game, began before 
Judge Axel Chgtraus. Mr. Hartzell is pastor 
of the South Park Avenue Methodist Epis- 
copal church. 

“If you are convinced that the defendants 
in this case conspired to defraud, as charged 
in the tndictment, will you, finding them 
guilty, ignore any evidence of moral turpi- 
tude on the part of the ministers which may 
appear?’ asked Prosecutor Barbour. 

“I object,” protested Attorney Erbstein. 
“The evidence may show that the ministers 
thempelves were parties to a conspiracy.” 

The objection was sustained. 


Calls Minister a Mannikin. 


At the close of court Attorney sirbstein ex- 
plained his position. It was hypothetical, 
so far as the clergymen are concerned,“ he 
said. “ However, we will show that the Rev. 
Mr. Hartzell was the mannikin of a gang 
of jealous politicians. We will show that 
because thie clique of ward heelers had not 
deen able to boss the Busse administration, 
they sought to create scandal against it by 
stirring up the ministers, in whom the public 
at large has more confidence, perhaps, than 
in any other class of men. 

“Mr. Hartzell was taken in; we concede 
that, but not by an ignorant tool iike Ma- 
rooney. Marooney Knows just about enough 
to go and do a@ he is told, for hire, and to 
get the money. Conspiracy to defraud a col- 
lege and professionel mam in thi manner is 
beyond his scope. 

The names of the politiciane whose efforte 
to discredit the administration were go futlie 
and unpleasant to themeesives, Will de 
brought out in the trial.” 


Detective Chief to Stay. 

The trial may necessitate the postpone- 
ment of a trip to Europe planned by Capt.

Men, women, and children were victims of, 


the carnage, which resulted from orders from 
the shah to parliament to turn over persons 
he wanted arrested. . 

Troops and citizens, losing all reason, 
fought iike wild beasts. Children were shown 
no mercy, and aged women are included in 
the list of the butchered. 

Limbs were chopped from the dying, eyes 
@f the woundéd were punched out, and 
tongues and noses cut off, as the riot of blood- 
mad hate gained in fury. 

Cossacks and soldiers early in the morn- 
fing surrounded the house of parliament and 
demanded a number of persons, whose arrest 
the shah had ordered be forthwith made. 

: Bomb Thrown at Soldiers. 

| Parliament refused to comply with thie de- 

mand, and shots were fired at the troops, 

several soldiers being killed. Orders were at 
once issued from military headquarters that 
the parliament bullding be bombarded. 
While this was in progress bombs were 


_ thrown from the parliament building andthe 


‘Mosque adjoining, disabling one of the guns 


wounding the gunners. 
- Eventually the halls of parliament were 


. Geared, but not before a great many persone 


dad been killed and wounded. The bom- 
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dardment continued until 2 o'clock in the 
afternoon. 

In the meantime the troops pillaged the 
political clubs in that neighborhood and nu- 
merous residences of influential members of 
parliament, in which work they were aided 
by the populece. . 

Parliament Houses in Ruins. 

The parliament buildings are in ruins. 
The firing was confined to Parliament square. 
Large numbers of leading nationalists, in- 
cluding priests and members of parliament, 
have been arrested. 

Leaders of the reactionary party gave aid 
to the troops and spurred them on to further 
killing. Waving the clothing of the dead, 
they shouted vengeance and cheered each 
tound of Fatal firing. 

The . did not discriminate between 
armed revolutiorists and unarmed onlook- 
ers, but shot anybody without check. They 
also acted with savage cruelty in torturing 
their victims. , 

» Eighteen Condemned Cut to Pieces. 

’ Eighteen reform leaders were arrested and 
taken in chains before the shah, who ordered 
their summary execution. Before they could 
8 shot the mob seized them and they were 
literally cut to pieces with sabers and dag- 
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rs.

-Razing of Mosque Horrifies. 
“The immediate responsibility for the blood- 
shed rests on the nationalists.

„Gen. Liakoff, a Russian employed by the 
mah, directed the troops and now holds the 
town. The troops looted and partly de- 
stroyed Prince Zill-es-Sultan’s palace anc 
the neighboring houses. The destruction of 
the mosque horrifies the public. The shah 
will have extreme difficulty in coping with 
the situation. 


Shah Master of Situation. . 

The disturbances ended in victory for ths 
shah’s party, the opposition forces being dis- 

‘persed. At 2 p. m. the artillery was partly 
withdrawn from the parliament building. 

The artillery fired on the population at 
short range, while from the roofs of the 
houses and the mosques the people replied 
with rifles and revolvers. Tonight the Cos- 
gacks hold all the squares and streets. 

The shah remained almost entirely alone 
Guring the fighting, only his personal aids 
being with him. The European quarters in 
Teheran are comparatively quiet. 


Politics Cost 40,000 Lives. ~ 


Since the shah came to the throne in Janu- 
ary, 1907, and began his rule under a con- 
stitution, the first Persia ever has known, 
the efforts of the reactionists to nullify the 
effect of constitutional rcforms have caused 
bitter contests. Some have been marked 
by bloodshed... It is estimated that in the 
last few years between 30,000 and 40,000 lives 
have been sacrificed on the altar of politics. 

In addition to internal turmoll, Persia has 
been confronted by two serious frontier sit- 
vations. The situation on the Turkish fron- 
tier is still a menace. Turkey is invading 
Persia in the direction of Urumiah, her 
ground being a frontier dispute of long 
standing.

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NEW AIRSHIP Is SUCCESS 


Count Zeppelin Maneuvers With- 
out a Mishap. 


FLIES 0’ER LAKE CONSTANCE 


Change in Steering Apparatus Gives 
Excellent Results. 


FRIEDRICHSHAFEN. June 23.—A second 
ascent was made this evening by Count Zep- 
pelin in his new airship with a view to testing 
an improved side steering gear, which has 
been just installed. On the first ascent 
Count Zeppelin declared that he was satis- 
fied with everything but the side steering 
arrangement, which had not come up to ex- 
pectations. This now has been altered and 
the change has given excellent results. 


Difficult Tests Without Mishap. 

The test tonight lasted æ little over two 
hours, during which time the most difficult 
maneuvers were carried out without a hitch. 
The great airship first circled around the 
town of Friedrichshafen several times. It 
then departed at full speed toward Langen- 
argen, where it crossed to the Swiss side of 
Lake Constance against a light breeze. 


the count undertook, at a height of 300 to 400 
feet above the surface of the water, a series 
of maneuvers, including sinking and rising, 
turning and stopping, thoroughly testing the 
new arrangement of both the ascensional 
and the side steering apparatus, which seem- 
ingly worked in a most satisfactory manner. 
The facility with which a change of direction 
of the enormous mass in midair was accom- 
plished deegly impressed the spectators. 


Delighted with Results. 

After the return to the floating shed, Count 
Zeppelin said he was delighted with his new 
airship.

The count has returned now virtually to

WISHES TO SET AN EXAMPLE. 


with Ordinance to Be Rushed. 


The Gity map department yesterday re- 
celved the first application for a new house 
number under the up to date street number- 
ing system established in the ordinance 
passed by the common council Monday night. 

The application was from C. Fabri, a post- 

office clerk. who lives at 827 Hobart avénue 
Mr. Fabri realizes the woes that the present 
haphazard street numbering plan holds for 
the mail carriers and the distributers at the 
main office. It takes years for a distributer 
to learn all the ins and outs of the existing 
lack of system, and considerable mall goes 
wrong by virtue of the confusion of num- 
bers. 
Mr. Fabri hastened to make his application 
_ with the desire of setting a good example. 
Hobart avenue is a street about three blocks 
long, in Norwood Park, in the far northwest 
corner of the city. Mr. Fabri’s house num 
ber under the new system will be about 6300 
Hobart avenue, which means that his resi- 
dence is about seven-eighths of a mile north 
of ays Mawr avenue. 


To Change Plats at Once. 

The work of changing the numbers on the 
clty plats will be started at once, and citizens 
may make the changes as soon as their new 
numbers are determined. 

The establishment of the new system 
finds universal favor among postal authori- 
ties and city officials: It is the result of 
painstaking efforts to arrive at a logical and 
scientific plan of designating house locations. 

In this connection attention was called 
to the fact that the chief crédit for the con- 
summation of this public improvement is due 
to the Industrial club. This organization 
of public spirited citizens undertook to work 
out a plan which would unite the best ideas 
of the countless divergent schemes sug- 
gested. 

A committee, headed by Fredèerick H. 
Rawson was appointed to study the ques- 
tion. A number of meetings were held, and 
all the various plans were presented. Leroy 
T. Steward, superintendent of city delivery, 
gave the committee the benefit of his long 
experience with the city's hewildering street 
nomenclature. He gave his approval to the 
plan established by the ordinance, which was 
worked out in its details by Supt. Riley of 
the city map department. 


Best Plan Selected. 


After hearing the advocates and opponenta 
of each plan tae Industrial club reported in 
favor of the system which eventually took 
shape in the new ordinance. The question of 
exempting the business district was thor- 
oughly discussed, and it was thought best 
not to disturb the well known numbers in 
this section of the city. 

The new pian, however, is so constructed 
that it would be possible at any time in the 
future to change the downtown numbers to 
conform to the general ne of the rest 
of the city.

JURORS DENY PREJUDICE 
IN BIG CONDEMNATION SUIT. 


Nine of Them Questioned and Eight Say 
They Did Not Know Railway Would 
Pay the Extra Compensation. 


Nine of the twelve jurors who brought in 
a verdict in the cogdemnation suit of the 


Chicago. and Northwestern company to a- 


quire a site for its proposed $20,000,000 sta- 
tion were questioned yesterday by Judge 
Chytraus. 

The examination was incidental to the mo- 
tion for a neu trial made by dissatisfied 
property owners affected by the verdict. 
Charges had. been made freely that the jury 
was unduly prejudiced at the start because. 
they knew the railroad. company was to 
pay them an extra a day. Bight of the 
nine jurors swore they had no such know!l- 
edge, while one said he did have. 

The investigation followed the accusa- 
tions made by Carl M, Koedt, one of the 
jurors, Who hae signed his name to an af- 
fidavit setting up that Marshall P. Hanegan 
@ominated all the jurors with the nnn 
of amant. 

In response to a question by Judge Chy- 
traus, Koedt said it was generally under- 
stood among the jurors that the railroad was 
paying the extra $3 a day compensation. Be- 
ing pressed for details, he said he heard the 
$3 extra compensation mentioned once in 
the jury room by the foreman, Hanegan. 

He said that we will get only $2 a day 
while. deliberating, and that if we didn't 
bring in a verdict for the railroad we might 
not get, that extra $3:a day from the rail- 
road.“ sald Koedt. ‘' He also said that noth- 
ing could compel the road to pay us that 
money.” 

Koedt then related, an alleged conversation 
with Hanegan in Bechter’s wine cellar, 
where Hanegan is said to have told Koedt 
that one might get a good job if he brought 
in a verdict for the railroad.”’ 

Hanegan was next called and dented that 
he dominated the jurors, and the conversa- 
tion he was supposed to have had in the wine 
cellar with Koedt. He, like the others, de- 
nied emphatically that he had any knowledge 
where the extra $3 a day was coming from. 

Bert A. Larkin, another of the jurors, said 
he never heard of the raflroad paying the $3 
a day. Attorney William A. Doyle asked him 
if he did not understand from the court that 
the extra money was to be added to the 
costs. 

I did,” was the reply to this. 

And didn’t you know the railroad was to 
pay the costs?’’

LABOR BODIES IN WAR TUG 


Chicago Federation and the 
Building Trades Clinch. 


FIGHT FOR LOCALS’. LOYALTY 


James Kirby, a Gompers Aid, Coming 
on July: 1 to Show His Hand. 


A test of strength between the Chicago 
Federation of Labor and the Associated 
Bullding Trades probably will occur about 
July 1 and may involve the city in 4 long 
list of labor quarrels. 

Preparations for the tug of war, it was 
learned yesterday, have been “going on for 
six months, and both sides are still in doubt 
as to where they stand. Although Martin 
B. Madden, president of the Associated 
Building Trades, is certain that none of the 
thirty-seven locals of his organization will 
leave him, some of his associates are not so 
confident and will not be until James Kirby, 
head of the building division of the American 
Federation of Labor, shows his hand. Mr. 
Kirby will reach Chicago early next month 
and begin operations immediately. 

Kirby organized and ran the structural 
workers’ alliance until recently, when it was 
absorbed as a department of the federation. 
A number of large locals in Chicago belong 
to national organizations which were affill- 
ated with the structural workers as an in- 
dependent organization and are now con- 
nected to the federation, but the Chicago 
branches always have refused to accept dic- 
tation from the parent bodies and have affili- 
ated where they liked. Kirby’s task is to 
make them switch if he can. 


Weak Points in Madden’s Armor. 
Among the unions which are thought to be 
within his reach under auspicious circum- 


| gtances are the carpenters’ union, the sta- 


tionary engineers, a part of the hodcarriers, 
and the structural iron workers. 

The tron workers were advised by Madden 
months ago that they would do well to re- 
main in the building trades, but the president 
of their national union, Frank Ryan, is also 
an official of the new department in the 
Féderation of Labor, and may ‘throw his 
strength in that direction. Many local hod- 
carriers are not affiliated with any national 
body, and are regarded as sure for Madden, 
but the others, under the leadership of Her- 
man Lillen, business agent of local No. 4, 
are considered uncertain. The carpenters are 
at outs with the building trades’ organiza- 
tion, and have been for a long time. 

Officials of the building trades have pre- 
dicted that Kirby would work in the dark 
for some time to come and avoid a show of 
strength, juntil he felt confident of a major- 
ity. 

Anti-Injunction Meeting. 

E. R. Wright and John Brittain are leaders 
in the organization of an “ Anti-Injunction 
league, which is to have its first méeting 
next Monday. Every one who ever has been 
enjoined, and particularly those who have 
encountered trouble for not being careful 
what they did following that experience, are 
invited to belong. Wright was at one time 
under thirty days’ jail sentence, which never 
actually was carried out, and Brittain is now 
in court before Judge Carpenter because of 
trouble growing out of an injunction.

WOULD TAKE CHIEF ROLE 


| ‘So Asserts Lawyer Who Obtained 


Court Order Tying Up Her 
yen Estate. 


Is Mrs. Dora McDonald, recently acquitted 
of the murder of. Webster Guerin, a. young 


artist, trying to get an engagement to play 


the leading role in a drama which she has 
written? 

A rumor to that effect was repeated by At- 
tormey Francis J. Houlihan, who filed a 
petition in the federal District court yester- 
day causing Judge Landis to issue a restrain- 
ing order tying up the $1,000,000 estate ‘of 
the late Michael C. McDonald. Mr. Houlihan 
represents creditors of the estate. 

“I do not believe Mrs. McDonald ‘is in 
Chicago,” he said, in the evening. I be- 
lieve she ls in New York trying to puta play 
representing the Guerin murder upon the 
stage. I understand she ls going to play the 
part of the heroine. I dia not serve her 
attorneys with notice that we were going 
into court.“ 

Although the petition represents an in- 
debtedness of only $1,000, the actual amount 
which will be sought in the Uniter States 
District court is in excess of $40,000, repre- 
senting attorneys’, fees and other liabilities 
incurred by McDonald’s widow during her 
3 on the charge of murdering Webster 

erin. 


Claims Against McDonald’s Widow. 

The petitioners for a restraining order and 
4 receiver for the estate are the Sherman 
House Hotel company, the Lakeside Stables 
company, and John L. Adams, an expert real 
estate investigator. 

A bill of $882 at the Sherman house is 
sald to have been contracted by Mrs. Me- 
Donald. during the time of the Guerin mur- 
der trial. The Lakeside stable bill amounts 
to $74, and is for the hire of horses and 
carriages. . 

The petition is made upon the ground that 
Mrs. McDonald's debts are in excess of 
$1,000, ae action cannot be taken in the fed- 
eral courts on an indebtedness of less than 
that amount. Attorney Houlman said Mrs. 
McDonald is indebted to J. Hamilton Lewis, 
her chief counsel in the Guerin trial, Attor- 
ney Benjamin Shaffner, her uncle, and the 
law firm of Morrison & Brown to the extent 
of $40,000 


Sequel of Property Transfer. 

The action before Judge Landis was the 
indirect result of a transfer of the Clow prop- 
erty at Harrison street bridge to Frank O. 
Butler. The property was yalued at $225,000, 
and Mrs. McDonald's dower right was com- 
puted to be 652,000. The transfer is said to 
have been made on June 3 through the Chi- 
cago Title and Trust company, which issued 
an order on the First National bank to credit 
Mrs. McDonald's account with an amount 
equal to her equity in the Clow property. 

Mr. Houlihah asserted in his petition that 
after the transaction Mra. Me- 
Donald assigned the $52,069 to B. Briggs 
Goodrich, who recently was appointed guar- 
dian of her 18 year old son, Harold A. Me- 
Donald, the money to be devoted to the boy's 
use, and, according to the attorneys, to re- 
main under the control of the mother. 

The assignment of the money to Goodrich, 
it is contended, was an attempt upon the 
part of Mrs. McDonald to’ dispose of the 
assets of her share of the McDonald estate: 
while she is indebted to the amount of $40,000. 

Ths restraining order prohibits the use or 

transfer of any of the assets of the McDon- 
ald estate. Attotney Houlihan will ask fora

Have Cool Dining Room.

Fifty Fraud Orders Issued by Postoffice 


Department Against Those Who Deal 
Out Sure Winner Information. 


New York, June 23.—[Special I- Within the 
last’ few days the postal authorities have 
dealt a hard hlow to the professional race- 
horse tipsters, who for years have been reap- 
ing a golden harvest from credulous thou- 
sands who have been gullible enough to pay 
their ney for what has been advertised as 
“sure winner tips.“ Most of them have 
been put out of business. A few still are 
hanging on, staggering against the greatest 
handicap which could have been given them— 
a denial of use of the mails. 

Fifty fraud orders have been issued, and 
fifty names of well known tipsters have been 
posted on the black list by the postoffice de- 
partment. Hundreds of thousands of letters 
addressed to these tipsters have been seized, 
and the best known of all professional 
tipsters have been notified they can never 
again use the mails. One tipster has gone to 
jail, and most of the others are casting 
about for other lines of work. 

There is no set of men identified with horse 
racing who have reaped a richer harvest than 
these professional tipsters. For many years 
they operated undisturbed. Their system 
was simple enough. It consisted of advertis- 
ing in some of the sporting newspapers that 
they could give a tip ona sure winner in 
one ot the races for the day. The price 
charged for the information ranged all the 
way from $1 to $5. The patrons of these men 
numbered tens of thousands.

STOCKYARD GOBSIP. 


Cattle buyers did not act as though their orders 
calling for good steers were urgent, and traders 
were of the opinion that the moderate supplies of 
desirable stock here and at western markets were 
largely responsible for the improvement noted 
in values. Nearly 1,000 Texas steers were te- 
ceived, and as these sold much cheaper than the 
| cornfed natives prices of the latter had little 
chance to make radical advances. 

Advices sent to the country shippers called their 
attention to the fact that the common to good 
cows were selling at a level $1.00@1.50 lower than 
at the best time last week. A few shippers seemed 
to have neglected to keep posted on late days, and 
in one instance a shipper who came in with a load 
of cows of the same feeding which brought $5.25 a 
Week ago was highly incensed on being offered 
$3.85. After much peddling, however, it was 
found impossible to better that figure, while there 
were many buyers who said they would not give 
$3.75 for the same grade of stock. 

Outsiders were much better buyers of hogs than 
a week ago. For the first two days last week 
shippers bought 6,467 hogs out of receipts of 72,000. 
So far this week the outsiders have taken 16,023 
hogs out of arrivals of about 52,000, taking nearly 
10,000 more hogs, despite a decrease of 20,000 in 
the supply for sale. 

Let farmers who have light grassy pigs turn 
them out in the grass until next September, and 
then after a few weeks of corn feed ship them 
to market, said a well known hog man. At 
present buyers have no use for light pigs and will 
not pay reasonable prices for them, ao that if the 
farmer will follow these instructions he will find 
he is money ahead next fall, when everybody will 
be fighting to pay high prices for finished stock. 

Nearby farmers who came in with their loads of 
calves and cows were well pleased to find Johnny“ 
Quinn of the Rappal Bros.’ force back in the saddle. 
Even though the market ts lower, there is great 
‘satisfaction in knowing that prices obtained were 
as good as could be had, and ‘‘ Johnny ”’ has a 
way of disposing of stock which leaves feeders 
well satisfied that they got the limit. 

Traders figured that Wednesday's arrivals would 
run to cattle more than hogs or sheep on ac- 
count of the hot weather. which is causing heavy 
losses to the shippers of swine. Three railroads 
posted their estimates at 620 cars. which traders 
sald meant about 15.000 to 16,000 cattle, about 
that many sheep, and 80.000 hogs. 

Inferior grades of mixed hogs and the light 
grassy kinds did not make gains in values, al- 
though all of the better kinds were up a big 30. 
Traders believe that there will be many more days 
of just such advances for the good hogs. while the 
less desirable sorts will continue to sell at about 
the present igvel, until the spread between the 
two grades has reached much wider proportions. 

Hogs carried over from Monday's market were 
officially counted at 4,967. 


ON THE BOARD OF TRADE. 


Provision prices showed a little firmer tone at 
the start, chiefly because of the comparatively light 
run of swine at leading western packing centers— 
69,600, against 81,200 the corresponding day last 
year, Later easiness developed. in sympathy with 
the dragging tendency of the grain list. Packers 
performed on both sides of the market. but the 
extent of their selling and buying was not as large 
as that of former sessions. The local and outside 
speculative and investment demand also seemed 
to suffer from the hot weather. Business in the 
final hour was slow and almost entirely devoid of 
notable feature. Final prices showed 5c higher for 
pork, about unchanged for lard, and 26@6c 
stronger for ribs. There was little change in the 
cash demand, which has been slow during the 
‘warm weather. The day's shipments of meats 
hence were 3,647,000 Ibs, against 3,061,000 Ibs a 
year ago; lard, 1,657,000 Ibs, compared to 1,489,000 
Ibs last year, Liverpool quoted bacon 64@1« high- 
er, hams 6d up, and lard unchanged.
